We are afraid that the country will 


fall short of producing one hundred 
million dollars worth of the precious 
metals during the Centennial year, 
which wo have fondly hoped would 
be the case, for nothing could be 
more appropriate. Still if our hopes 
are to be dashed to the ground we 
shall surely have the satisfcction of 
knowing that this year's yield will 
be larger than that of any previous 
year, which will be some consolation 
to us. The receipts of treasure from 
the mines and mining districts, 
through Wells, Fargo & Co.'s Ex 
press, for the quarter ending June- 
20th, aggregate SIT.GW.OOO, against 
$15,786,000 for the previous quarter. 
There has been a marked falling off 
in the deliveries from the Consoli- 
dated Virginia mine during the past 
60 dayu, but the out-turn from the 
California mine has more than made 
good the deficiency from that quarter, 
and the result for the half year is the 
largest in the history of the country. 
For the quarter ending Juno 30, 
1875, the receipts vrere $12,131,800, 
against §10,448,700 for the previous 
quarter, making a total of 822,580,- 
500 for the half year ending June 
80,1875, against $33,387,300 for the 


NATIOXAI. AHD Bun Xuonom. — 


Tuesday, the 7th of November, is 
the day upon which the Presidential 
election will be uniformly held this 
year in all the States. 
Several of 


the State elections, however, will be 
held previous to that day. That of 
Kentucky occurs in August, bnt that 
of North Carolina, heretofore held in 
August, has been, by recent consti- 
tutional amendments, changed to 
November. Maine and Vermont will 
hold elections in September. Ohio, 
Indiana, Iowa, West Virginia and 
Georgia elections take place on the 
second Tuesday in October.

CHICAGO, July 7. 


An Inter-Ocean special, under data 


of Biraurok, July 1. s»ya that infor- 
mation from the Sioux expedition, 
dated Month of the Big Horn, July 
1, aayi General Ouster left the month 
of the Rosebud with twelva compan 
ies, to follow the trail of a large 
band of hostile Sioux. They fol- 
lowed it up in the direction of the 
Big Horn. The Indians were mak- 
ing for the eastern branch of the 
Little Big Horn. General Terry, 
with Gibbons' command of fire com- 
panies of infantry and four of caval- 
ry, started to the Big Horn to attack 
the enemy in the rear. 
On the 


morning of the 25tb, two Crow 
•oouts brought intelligence of the 
battle of the previous day. 
On re- 


ceipt of the news, the command com- 
menced its march in a southerly di- 
rection, where smoke could be seen, 
which showed that Caster had fired 
the Indian camp. Next morning, 
the head of the column entered the 
plain bordering on the bank of the 
Little Big Horn, where had recently 
atood an immense Indian village 
three miles in length. The ground 
was strewn with slaughtered horses, 
cavalry equipments, and the dead 
bodies of nine Indian chiefs. The 
clothes of Lieutenants Porter and 
Stnrgis were also found, pierced 
with bullets. Further on was found 
the body of Lieut. Mclntosh. Just 
then a scout returned with the 
news that Beno was entrenched
